near Bighth street. 


The husbands of both women are 
at present in the East, and Mrs. Camp- 
bell, n 0 to avoid notoriety left 
Los Angeles last night. according to 
the statements of officers. 

One of these officers stated that the 
women tcld him they had been en- 
veigied into a compromising situation 
by the young men and then threatened 
with exposure if they did not put up 
a cettain amount of money. They 
the cutting affray resulted because of 
an argument over the amount to be 

Both Moran and Redigan deny that 
there was ever any talk of money, 
and state that the women were never 


vt in a compromising situation. Radigan 


refuses to swear out a werrant against 
Moran and the women refuse to swear 
out any extortion complaints, so that 
there can be no prosecution. 

Moran made a statement regarding 
the case yesterday. There were three 
of us living in the apartments. Radi- 
gan, myself and a third bellboy named 
Harry McCaslin. We knew these 
women, and were friendly toward 
them.

Thursday night both women came 
to the apartment. I had been out of 
work, and one of the women had 
learned where 1 could get a position. 
She came there to tell me about the 
position, and I thanked her as best I 
could} and they were about to leave, 
when Radigan came in. He had deen 
drinking heavily, and made some re- 
marks to the women. I saw that he 
did not know what he was doing 
when he started toward one of them. 
I stepped quickly toward him, and 
tried to quiet him. 

“He became angered and. as a last 
resort, I picked up a razor. As 1 did 
so he sprang upon me. I had merely 
intended to scare him, but it then be- 
came a matter of preventing him from 
securing the razor. As we fought the 
cutting occurred. He was siashed in 
the face, and arm. When the fight 
was over the officer came in and we 
were taken to the station. That is 
all there is to the car>.” 

igan made a statement to the 
same effect. “I was pretty full when 
I reached the apartment,” said Radi- 
gan, “and I cannot say just what 1 
did.

NO LAW OF WEIGHTS. 


Suits the Win of the 


{Chicago News:] It is a peculiar 
fact, and rather surprising, that Con- 
gress has passed no general law fx- 
ing a standard of weights and measa- 
ures. No doubt of its pow to do 
this exists, but it has contented itself 
with adopting the British trey pound 
as the standard for the regulation of 
the coinage, and let it go at —— 
For the use ot the customs 8 ice 
the Treasury Department has 
certain regulations relative to A. 
and measure, but aside from this ac- 
tion the government has done nothing 
authoritatively to compel the accept- 
ance of a uniform standard. A bushel 
of apples weighs fifty pounds in Ar- 


kansas, forty-eight pounds in four 
other States and only forty-four 
pounds in Maine Broomcorn seed 


runs from thirty pounds to the bushel 
in Iowa to fifty-seven pounds in Min- 
nesota. The legal standard for a 
bushel of coal is eighty pounds, but 
Pennsylvania permits seventy-five 
and Kentucky seventy-six. 

The so-called “quart’ of most wines 
and liquors is only a fifth of a gal- 
lon instead of a quarter. The “pound” 
of coffee in practice is often a few 
ounces short. Hundreds of cases of 
canned corn have been condemned by 
government agents under the pure 
food law because they were labeled 
“two pounds” to a can and were 
found to contain only one pound five 
and three-quarters ounces. 

While Congressional opinion inclines 
to the belief that the metrical system 
of weights and measures will inevit- 
ably be adopted by the United States 
in time, it is recognized also that the 
public is not yet educated to the 
point of demanding or even appreciat- 
ing it. The plan has been proposed 
in many bills before Congress, but the 
opposition of manufacturers to the 
change has been so great that Con- 
gress has not yet gained the courage 
to favor a bill making it compulsory. 
In .Germany, where the system was 
prescribed by the government, two 
years were allowed before the act be- 
came operative, and it is said that the 
change was made with little attendant 
inconvenience or expense. 

The present plan goes no further 
than to suggest the enactment of a 
bill giving the bureau of standards 
the authority to approve or reject 
weighing or measuring devices which 
de not conform to a standard estab- 
lished by the act,

NOVEL STREET MATERIAL, 


Kansas Towns Make Pavement of Gait 
and Alkali Scale from Steam i 
Boilers. 


{Elisworth Correspondence of the 
Kansas City Star The farmers 
in Central Kansas, as well as 
the people in the towns, hive 
been interested in good roads for sev- 
eral years, and in this part of the 
State one can see almost any kind of a 
made road. 

At one or two places In this country 
there are short roads where treatment 
has been given that is similar to the 
pavement on Douglas avenue in Ells- 
worth. Here there are two blocks that 
fool four-fithe of the visitors te the 
town. The treatment of this street was 
commenced about two or three years 
ago, consisting of coarse and fine cin- 
ders in layérs, then a covering surface 
of salt and i scale. 

The water in this country is very 
hard, and in all the steam boilers, 7" 
the salt mills and other factories 
sort of alkali forms, which must be 
removed frequéntiye and this, with the 
salt and alkali that forms in the 
salt pans, is on Do avenue. 
It forms a hard crust s a 
most excellent street. It is a success 
on the most busy thoroughfare of this 
town, and if the supply was not so. 
limited the farmers would use it for 
the rural roads, and more of the streets 
of the city would be paved with it. 
The salt and alkali crust on Douglas 
avenue is now about three inches thick, 
and this lies on three inches of coarse 
cinders and three inches of fine cin- 
ders.

Early in 1899 
the Victorious, a vessel of 15,000 tons, 
went aground off Port Said in a heavy 

She ran onto a bank of sticky 
mud and sand, and every effort to get 
her off with her own engines and by 
powerful tugs proved unavailing. 

It was the engineer in chief of the 
Suez Canal who solved the problem. 
He suggested placing a dredge on each 
side of her keel, and at the same time 
employing two tank boats to force 
heavy jets cf water under the bottom 
of the stranded ship and so keep the 
sand from set back. 
proved completely 
within forty-eight hours the Victori- 
ous was safe in thirty-five feet of 
water. 

How dangerous her position was 
may be judged from the fact that an- 
other vessel which ran upon the same 
sand bed a few years previously sank 
in it up to the masthead and lies 
there buried for al) time. 

One of the most celebrated instances 
of salvage engineering occurred in 
connection with the great British 
tramp steamer Milwaukee. She was 
a brand-new vessel of 7300 tons when, 
upon her first voyage, ran hard 
and fast upon the granite crags of the 
Scotch coast. There she lay, jammed 
game hard and fast, and exposed to the scud 
of a heavy swell which within the first 
twenty-four hours twisted her bows 
to pieces. 

Capt. Bachelor, who was intrusted 
with the task of salving her, saw at 
first glance that the fore part of the 
ship was beyond hope and resolved 
upon a desperate expedient. He hung 
a belt of small dynamite cartridges 
around the bull, just forward of the 
engine-room bulkhead, and by firing 
these actually cut the vessel complete- 
ly in two.

CHOOL BONDS. 
IN BALANCE. 


ARGUMENTS ON DEMURRER TO 
INJUNCTION END, 


— 


Attorneys for Both Sides Cite Law 
and Former Decisions, But Judge 
Bledsoe Intimates He Will Decide 
Present Case on its Merits and as 
Seon as Posible. 


The argument on the demurrer. filed 
by the attorneys for the Board of Ed- 
ucation in the petition for an injunc- 
tion against the issue of $720,000 in 
school bonds was continued before 
Judge Bledsoe in Department Seven of 
the Superior Court, yesterday after- 
noon. When argument was completed 
at 4:30 o'clock the court announced 
that the decision on the demurrer, 
as well as on the continuance of the 
temporary injunction, would be given 
as soon as possible. 

Assistant City Attorney Wilson, 
who was speaking at the time of ad- 
journment Thursday afternoon, opened 
proceedings with his argument in sup- 
port of.the demurrer. He quoted from 
findings in cases in Utah and Michi- 
gan to show that elections held on the 
same day with other elections are 
valid; that ballots placed én the wrong 
box, when two ballot boxes are used, 
should be counted; that the time of 
counting bailots does not invalidate 
an election. 

He filed a long list of cases with 
the court in which decisions had been 
made, showing that the long pursuance 
of methods not following the exact 
wording of the law, but still not in 


violation of its intent, were held valid. | 


This was in support of the failure to 
use the Australian ballot at the 
election. 


Chief Deputy District Attorney 
Shaw, for the Board of Supervisors, 
continued the argument, and cited 


many cases to show that each city 

having a high school, became a high- 

school district, and that for this rea- 

2 Angeles was a bona fide dis- 
ct. 

Attorney Hiatt, for Petitioner Jones, 
argued in rebuttal. He traced legis- 
lation that has been enacted to gov- 
ern high schools and the organization 
of high-school districts, and made it 
plain that Los Angeles had never or- 
ganized, showing that the Board of 
Education, pretending to act as a 
high-school board, and voted to hold 
an election for bonds of another cor- 
poration that did not exist. That they 
pretended to act for a different polit- 
ieal entity when was no such 
entity. 

“In connection with the manner of 
holding the election, I wish to refer 
to the amendment to the Constitution 
passed in 1906, providing that all elec- 
tions be carried out by ballots or other 
means, provided that secrecy be ob- 
served,” continued Attorney Hiatt. 

: law provides that municipal 
and State elections may be held on 
the same day, but it seems to me that 
in order to make valid two bond elec- 
tions, held on the same day. a sep- 
arate legislation must be enacted, and 
there is no such act in the statutes. 

“I do not allege that the Board of 
Education attempted fraud when they 
failed to follow out the law governing 
the counting of returns, but in legal 
effect the action of the board is eauiv- 
alent to holding that they could have 
decided to meet and canvass the vote 
at another time than that prowided 
by 

“We have not contended that sum. 
cient ballots were fraudulently voted 
to change the result of the election, but 
that the people were not given a fair 
chance to voice their opinion on. ‘this 
election.” 

Attorney Wilson interrupted to de- 
mand that the charges be made more 


fpecific. 
“All right,” continued Attorney 
Hiatt. “We maintain that polling 


places were changed on the day of 
election from the place specified to 
other places, that some were in the 
open air and not in a building. that 
no provisions were made for secrecy 
of ballot, that election laws were not 
observed, oaths were not taken by the 
election officers, that errors were 
made in making out election returns, 
and that many of the returns were 
not signed by the judges of election, 
and some were not sealed.” 

Attorneys Wilson and Shaw made a 
Short surrebuttal The court then 
asked them if they were ready to 
prove that the Los Angeles High 
School district existed according to 
law, or had sufficient evidence to prove 
all claims made in their demurrer. 
They felt sure they could prove the 
claims made in the demurrer, and con- 
tended that the Los Angeles High 
School district existed de facto. 

“Tt will be the aim. ot the court to 
keep the parties statu quo unt this 
question is decided. The matter to be 
decided by the court at the earliest 
possible date will be on the demurrer 
and on the order to show cause why 
the Injunction against the issuance of 
the bonds shall not be made perma- 
nent.“ was the final statement of 
Judge Bledsoe.

EEKS RECOVERY 
OF FLOOD LOSS. 


ESPEE FILES INDEMNITY CLAIMS 
IN IMPERIAL VALLEY. 

Road Now in Fair Way to Secure 
Sixty-six Sebtions of Valuable Land 
as Reimbursement for Damages 
Sustained When Colorade Over- 

flowed. 

‘BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.1 

EL CENTRO, March 26.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch. ] It was ascertained here to- 
day that the Southern Pacific is in a 
fair way to add sixty-six sections of 
Imperial Valley land to its vast hold- 
ings in California, and that recent at- 
tempts of persons to file on certain 
lands may come in conflict with this 
move of the railroad company. 

Early in the year one of the most 
notable movements in the Imperial 
Valley was the discovery of what is 
deemed an important artesian beit 
running through lands lying northwest 
of the Salton Sea, and the entry of 
many claims in that territory. Now 
comes the news that the Séuthern Pa- 
cific had its eye on this land and pro- 
poses to share in the benefit it the lend 
proves valuable. The road has filed in- 
demnity claims on a large amount of 
acreage there. 

Filing of its selection was made Feb- 
ruary 19, through indemnity list No. 
102. This includes forty-three sections 
lying in townships 12 and 13 south, 
ranges 9 and 10 east, m Imperial 
county. 

These indemnity applications cover 
the following lands, seventeen 
three-fourths sections in 12, & five and 
one-fourth sections in 13, 8: seven sec- 
tions in 13, 9, three sections in 13, 
19; fifteen sections in 12, and nine and 
eighteen sections in 12, 10. It is sup- 
posed that the indemnity claim is to 
cover lands which were selected by the 
railroad company, and which were 
covered by the Salton Sea when the 
Colorado River overflowed. 

BLOWN ON ROCKS. 

A German, apparently about 70 years 
old, who does not know his own name, 
lies at Central Hospital, El Centro, 
suffering from the effects of twenty- 
four hours’ exposure in a desert storm.

down . Then he collapsed, and 
had been lying twenty-four hours ex- 
posed to rain and chill winds when 
Hampton rescued him. Hie mind is 
not clear, and he has net been able 
to tell his name, but says he has for- 
gotten it. He probably will recover. 

OFFICIAL WATER RATE. 
Efforts have been made from time to 
time to secure the setting of an official 
water rate for companies supplying 
water for irrigation in Imperial Val- 
ley, through the action of the Board 
of Supervisors of Imperial county. For 
various reasons these efforts have 
failed. At the last hearing before the 
Supervisors, the claim was set up by 
an attorney for the California Develop- 
ment Company, that it was not su 
ject to the laws of the California 
statutes regarding water rates, as it 
supplied water to the various mutual 
companies of the valley, not from a 
water right filed under the State laws, 
but through a concession from the re- 
public of Mexico. 

Now the movement to secure an offi- 
cial setting of rates is again to the 
fore. This week the official paper of 
Imperial county—the Imperial Valley 
Press—will publish a petition contain- 
ing the names of sixty-two land own- 
ers, asking the board to set the water 
rate, and making the California De- 
velopment Company, and all the mu- 
tual water companies of the valley 
parties to the action, 

BOND MONEY READY. 

The Trustees of El Centro have been 
notified that the State Board of Ex- 
aminers is ready to pay over the 
money for the city’s $40,000 bond issue 
for construction of a septic tank 
sewer system as soon as the bonds are 
printed and delivered to the board at 
Sacramento. A rush order for the 
printing has been given, and Frick & 
Ware, Los Angeles contractors, who 
were the lowest bidders, have been 
notified to be in readiness to begin 
work at the earliest possible day. It 
is hoped to have the sewer system 
completed before hot weather arrives. 
The city has taken steps to purchase 
a sewer farm northwest of El Centro, 
about two miles.
